Russia Takes Exception t«j In» 
demnity and Cession of Sak­ 
halin—Snrprise Created In St* 
Petenburg. 


TERMS TOO SEVERE 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 11.—Russia’s 
reply to tho Japanese terms of peace will 
lie delivered by Witte to Komura to mor­ 
row morning:. The reply is written, there 
being two texts, one In French, the other 
in English. Upon the two crucial points. 
Indemnity and cession of tho island of 
Sakhalin, the reply is an absolute non* 
posslmus, Other points are accepted as a 
basis for discussion, while still-other« aro 
accepted conditionally. .The reply Is rather 
long because in enumerating tho condi­ 
tions upon which the discussion is ad­ 
mitted and those upon which considera­ 
tion l.*r declined reasons atid arguments 
arc given, The Japanese plenipotentiaries 
are expected to ask for an immediate ad 
journmetit to examine and prepare this 
ro|Hly. W itte will probably intimato that 
the Russian plenipotentiaries expept tho 
Japanese to display as much, expedition 
as the;;Iiussians have'shown in the pre­ 
paration 
of; their response1. 
Monday, 
therefore, is expected to be tho day on 
•which , the 
reaf discussion will begin! 
Neither side wants to Indulge in dlplo 
matic sparring. The etlme for feijclng is 
over nad less than a week must decide 
whether a basis of peace Is possible.' 


The tactics’ of the Japanese are inscru 
table. Not .the remotest, clue comes from 
behind their closed doors whether they are 
prepared to make substantial concessions. 
Silence and secrecyare their watchwords 
But .If conditions as submitted constitute 
their last word, tho hope of peace may be 
rilrnrded as having disappeared if the 
feeilng reflected; In Russian circles is a, 
tiue criterion. And that no substantial 
concessions on the main Issues will be 
made is the belief both in Russian and 
Japanese circles.

To night in the Inner camps of both 
plenipotentiaries the deepest pessimism 
reigns.' Witte, it Is positively known, bc- 
,‘lleves tho prospects of agreement are, so 
remote as to be practically nil. That the 
Japanese terms, in so- far as they touch 
the main points, -will not be withdrawn or 
materially modifled Is the opinion of tho 
most competent Japanese authority on tho 
ground, ■which' will talk for publication, 
namely, Jiillo Kumpol 
Matsumato,

" T h e conditions in their broad outlines,” 
sal dhe to tho Associated Press to night, 
‘'have been substantially known to us in 
Japan and the Russians will bo very much 
T.ustaken If they Imagine the Japanese 
will not insist upon the two chief points— 
the Indemnity and cession of Sakhalin.

Japan*« Terms Ganna Indigna* 
tlon at St. Petersburg—Are 
Opposëd by All* 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 12, 2:55 n. m.-ï^ows 
of the speedy compotlon of Witte's rffply 
caino as a surprise to tho Russian public, 
a s delay, at least until Monday, was an­ 
ticipated to permit consultation at Potor- 
hof. Though Wltto has ample powers to 
draft the reply at Portsmouth, the foreign 
office shared the view that tho response 
would be withheld until Monday. W itte’s 
initiative and décision have.’evoked the 
admiration of Russians, accustomed n 
they arc to delays In matters of a similar 
nature.

Japan’« demands, as predicted, havi^ 
served to array tho Russian government 
and people under, the samo banner for the 
first lime since tho beginning of the war 
r.nd it is evident Wltto will find alrnoat 
solid support at his back In whatever an­ 
swer he may make to Komura’s communi­ 
cation. 
- 
The government permitted and encour­ 
aged the rubllcatlon of tho Associated 
Props dispatches giving Japan’s condi­ 
tions, whilo like a fiery cross rallied Rus­ 
sia’s disunited clans, reactionary, conser­ 
vative, liberal and radical. With scarcely 
ar> exception every volco Is raised-In urg­ 
ing the government to hold against Jap­ 
an's principu! demands. 
The Associated 
Press talked yesterday with leading me» 
of various classes and all declared eon - 
tlnuanco of tho war would be better, than 
acceptanco of such terms. The same spirit 
is manifested In almost every newspaper 
office. Radical organs rango alongside of 
tho Novlo Vretnya, while tho Ryss de­ 
clares: "If theso arc Japan’s conditions, 
all hope of peaco has vanished." 


Indignation also ia growing over what is 
regarded as a doubtful proceeding on the 
part of the Japanese with regard to their 
credentials, and many are asking what is 
the real reason underlying their action 
To day has been given over In the for­ 
eign office to a literal and careful deciph­ 
ering of tho Japanese terms and putting 
them into proper form for transmission to 
the emperor. Little, however, has ; been 
accomplished in the way of formulating an 
unswer embodying advice to Witte. The 
Japanes eterms in detail were not contain 
ed In one message, but comprised several, 
all of which had to bo deciphered, and It 
was comparatively late in the day before 
tho matter was* finally in shape for sorl 
otis and- profound examination. 
Conse 
quently examination of conditions as a 
whole could not begin until more thaW 
twelve hours after tho arrival of tho tirât 
message. 


The .terms wero sent to the emperor at 
Peterhof to day and although communi­ 
cations passed between tho foreign office 
and Peterhof during tho day Count Lams* 
dorff did not go hither. Despite tho fact 
that Witte has sufficiently broad powers 
;) g}vo Russia’s reply to Japan. It was de- 
ciargd aL the foreign office to day that he 
should have to wait before so doing until 
advised from .hero after the terms had 
been thoroughly considered.

amination is being pushed with tho great­ 
est rapidity consistent with the gravity of 
the matter in hand. Wlillo the Associated 
Presk was informed this morning in sev 
cial quarters, though not officially, that 
the terms upon first reading appeared to 
bo unexpectedly excessive, later .In tho 
day It was said the first conception might 
easily be erronous and that a more careful 
study of the terms showed they were not 
so severe as at first thought. 


SURPRISE AT ROME.

To make fine, tfnooih ice cream, ifc 
jb best to use pure; thin ¿ream with­ 
out addilioiit} o£ ntiy kindi except 
the sugar and whatever flavor you 
choose to give it. 
If you cannot 
get the thin cream, thick cream will 
clo vi»ry well, if you thill it with 
fresh milk. 
The crenin should be 
thoroughly chilled in an open jar 
before you start lo freeze it. It will, 
require about six ounces of sugar to 
the quart Iri sweeten it. Tho flavor, 
whether extract or crushed fruil, 
should !not be added to the cream 
until it is nbout half frozen. 
While 
freezing, the cream should be con­ 
stantly stirred, but not loo fast. By 
using plenty of wilt and breaking the 
ice very line you can freeze a gallon 
of cream in about ten minutes after 
it ig chilled.

Caro of Needles and Soissors. 


In a verv damp locality, where 
gteel rusts nuickly when exposed, it 
is wise to keep needles in general 
use stuck in oiled flannel nud'the 
sewing tools should be put in tho 
driefit part; of the room, away from 
open windows. 
Scissors are some­ 
times hopelessly rusted by leaving 
them near an open window over­ 
night. 
Iron nr steel articles not in 
use may be covered with a thin layer 
of vaseline. Rust spots may be rub­ 
bed off with emery and oil or cov­ 
ered witlj kerosene or sweet oil for 
some time and then rubbed hard. 
In very obstinate cases, touch the 
spots nrst with muriatic acid and 
then with ammonia, to neutralize 
the acid; finish with emery or bath 
brick.

The bottle is then 
placed on the table for a moment, 
Pure coffee contains a large amount 
of oil, by reason of which the great­ 
er portion of the sample will float. 
All coffee substitutes and some par­ 
ticles of coffee sink to the bottom of 
the liquid. A fair idea of the purity 
of the sample can be determined by 
the proportion of the sample which 
floats or sinks.

that picked squad of men to Chatta­ 
nooga on that date. t It will ho sectt 
from the following list that the men

The mirvivors of the eight men who 
escaped from the military'prison at 
Atlanta were: William J. Knight, a 
former member of Coin puny E, Tweti- 
ty-firsti Olrio volunteer infantry, and 
now 
a 
resident of Stryker, Ohio; 
John R. Porter, of the same regi­ 
ment, Company G, and now residing 
at Windfall, Ind.; Wilson W. Brown, 
likewise of the Twenty-first Ohio, 
Company F, aud who now lives at 
Blissfleld, Mich.; Daniel A. Dorsey, 
formerly of tho Thirty-third Ohio, 
Company II. and* now living at Enid, 
Okla. 
Jacob Parrott, of Kenton, 
Ohio, formerly a member of Company 
K, Thirty-third Ohio, and William 
Bensinger, of McComb, Ohio, who 
belonged to Company K, Twenty-first 
Ohio, were among the number pa 
oled. 


Tlit} conductor of the train at tho 
imo of the raid, Oapt. W. A. Fuller, 
now a resident of Atlanta, aud who, 
with Anthony Murphy, are the sui 
▼ ivors of the pursuing party, will also 
•n present. 


The episode which tho reunion will 
omnaomorato w^is.. one of;the most 
daring of the many exploits"which fill 
tho pages of a history of the war be­ 
tween the states. 


On the morning of April 12, 1802 
Gapt. W. A. Fuller left Atlanta in 
charge of the passenger train on the 
Western & Atlantic railway. When lie 
etched Marietta a party of strong 
ers, dressed in citizens’ clothes, board 
ed the train and paid their fares to 
different points. They claimed to be 
•efugees from the Yankee lines join 
ing the confederate army. but. were 
lisguised. soldiers^ volunteers froni 
Sill’s brigade, Mitchell’s corps, U. S 
A., commanded by J a m e s J. Andrews, 
a citizen of Flemingsburg, Ky. 


At Big Shanty the train stopped 
for breakfast, and most of the pass­ 
engers and train crow left tho train. 
Tho passengers had taken their sealV 
at the table, Captain Fuller facing 
tho train. He saw through tlui win­ 
dow some strangers got on tho en­ 
gine in an excited manner and start 
off rapidly, He remarked to his en­ 
gineer, Jeff. Cain, and Anthony Mur­ 
phy,-then^ foreman of the Western & 
Atlantic shops, that “some one who 
has no right to do so has gone off 
with our train.” All three arose and 
hurried out of the house just as the 
engine passed out of sight. 


Captain Fuller, Murphy aud Cain 
commenced pursuit on foot. 
They 
soon secured a handcar, and. in spite 
of the 
obstructions placed on the 
track by the raiders, made rapid pro­ 
gress. 
At Etowah they found the 
engine “Yonali,” and 
tho 
pursuit 
then was at such a rapid paco that 
serious damage to tin; railroad by tho 
raiders was impossible. 


The “General’' was abandoned by 
the raiders ai, a point about half way 
between Ringgold and Graysville, on 
account of lack of fuel and tlie close 
pursuit of Fuller and his party. When 
the 
fugitives 
abandoned 
tho 
engine their leader said: “Every 
one take care of himself,” and they 
left in squads. 
Four of them wero 
run down iu tho fork of the. Ohicka- 
niauga river at Graysville, and one 
.was forcibly persuaded, to tell who 
they wero. The militia, mounted on 
fresh horses, scoured thle woods^Tfiat 
afternoon, ami in a few days tho last 
of tho fugitives were captured. Later 
th'ere’wais a trial by military,,court, 
and eight of the number woro cxo 
cuted in Atlanta as spies, six/were 
paroled to City Point, Va.. and eight 
escaped from prison in Atlanta. 
1 The'objecf, of tho raid .was to burn 
tho bridgoB on tho lino' of the West- 
orrt Ss Atlantic railroad and! thus cut 
off tho. cqnfederute orniy from its 
ba^e of*supplies., Tltere were .twenty 
two;jmon engaired in tho enterprise, 
twenty'from Ohio and two from Ken­ 
tucky. They wore to rcceive $60,000 
in the ovent of success: Prominent 
Among, tho pursuers were:
